A study of the selection of supervisors and of 
their formal training in Great Britain shows that 
lack of reliable methods to measure job per- 
formance causes difficulty in developing training 
programs. Qualities of the successful supervisor 
must be identified; this involves measuring 
knowledge in areas of technology, wage and 
production systems, as well as skills in operations, 
clerical and administrative areas, problem solving, 
and social competencies. While established super- 
visors may be observed, deficiencies determined, 
and appropriate training imparted, the potential 
supervisor must have special training for develop- 
ment of necessary job skills. Limitations of formal 
training include lack of relationship between 
course objectives and training , greater 
emphasis on classroom performance than on the 
job, and difficulties in transfer of general 
nowledge to specific situations. Training is most 
successful when it imparts knowledge or skills, in- 
fluences ‘attitudes, or affects behavior. External 
courses enable grouping of supervisors on the 
basis of industry, “goer say systems, and 
product, while internal courses are useful in im-

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The object of this study is to treat 
ronominalization in Spanish within the 
ramework of generative grammar. (The non- 
hypenated word “pronoun” refers to the tradi- 
tional class of words including alguien, algo, el, 
or ella. The hypenated form, “pro-noun,” refers 
to the underlying lexical entries or feature com- 
plexes which share the features [+pro,t+noun].) 
The description here is limited to pronominaliza- 
tions which can be traced to underlying strings of 
determiners and pro-nouns. The determiners are 
the definite and indefinite articles, the demonstra- 
tives, and the indefinite determiner, algun- 
‘some’. This study differs from that of Stockwell, 
Bowen and Martin principally in that the underly- 
ing forms upon which the processes of 
pronominalization act will be considered feature 
complexes occurring in the base strings of noun 
phrases (Chomsky, 1965). It is suggested, for ex- 
ample, that the pronoun, ella ’she’, has an under- 
lying pro-noun which combines the features of 
feminine gender, singular number, and human- 
ness. The processes of pronominalization involve 
the deletion or retention of these underlying 
nominal feature complexes. The form, ella ‘she’, 
represents the retention of the feature complex 
indicated above, while the string, el bueno ‘the 
good one’, is the result of the deletion of a fea- 
ture complex combining the specifications mascu- 
line gender and singular number.

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The author’s stated purpose is to answer the 
questions: (1) Do auxiliary verbs exist in Spanish? 
If so, what are the characteristics which distin- 
uish them as a class, and what specific verbs are 
included in that class? (2) Is there, in particular, 
a class of modal auxiliaries? If so, what are their 
defining characteristics, and what is the member- 
ship of such a class?

Basic to composition skill is control of sentence 
structure and accuracy in mechanics. Although it 
is often said that a student should not write what 
he has not first heard and practiced orally, it 
might equally well be said that he should not be 
expected to write grammatical patterns that he 
has not read, inasmuch as there is a difference in 
the structures used in speech and writing. One 
approach to developing control over patterns in 
writing is through transformational grammar, 
because it provides (1) a systematic method of 
constructing sentences; (2) a device for identify- 
ing faulty constructions; and (3) an understand- 
ing of how structures which seem similar on the 
surface may be quite different structures with 
quite different meanings (“Grading papers/crying 
babies can be a nuisance”). Studies conducted in 
the combining of simple statements into more 
complex sentences show that the more mature 
and skillful the writer, the more he uses trans- 
forms, particularly nominal-producing transforms. 
The author suggests having students first express 
their ideas in short simple sentences to develop a 
feeling for the essential elements of a sentence. 
They may then move on to combining by coor- 
dination or subordination with an adverb clause,

Reforms in testing must be 
accomplished as part of a revolution in the total 
instructional program encompassing: (1) a shift 
from a fact-laden to an idea-centered curriculum 
in all subject areas for all students, (2) an empha- 
sis on the “process goals of education”, (3) mas- 
tery of the subject matter by all students, and (4) 
individualized instruction tailored to the needs 
and capabilities of each student.

Contradictory results were obtained 
on race of expressor: (a) Negroes were more ac- 
curately perceived in the expression of anger and 
sadness; (b) Whites were more accurate q - 
ceived in the expression of happiness and fear.

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Blood serum uric acid and cholesterol levels in 
the blood were studied in relation to inner drive 
and external pressures of college ‘students in the 
U.S.A. and in Sweden. Subjects for the study in- 
cluded 210 American and 78 Swedish male and 
female college students and 138 college football 
weer The blood chemicals were measured by 

echnicon analyzers. The Scholastic Aptitude 
Test measured the academic ability of the Amer- 
ican ‘students, and high schoo ay point 
average with that of the Swedes. The findings 
show evidence of a positive relationship between 
inner desire to achieve and serum uric acid level, 
and between external environmental pressures 
and cholesterol level. Among students in a highly 
compétitive American college, a significant cor- 
relation’ was found to exist between students’ 
serum uric acid levels and their grade point 
averages. This finding was not observed in 
Sweden where admission is more selective and 
academic pressures are less. Intercollegiate foot- 
ball players had higher serum uric acid and 
cholesterol levels during football season than in 
Spring training. Male science majors also had 
higher serum chemical levels than those with 
other college majors. (Author/JS) 
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Academic policy should be structured in a way 
that best serves the needs of both the institution 
and the individual student. Existing policies 
generally inherited from the past, were designed 
to protect the institution, and are based 3 oe 
faulty assumptions regarding reasons for low 
academic performance. Five. guidelines designed 
to meet the needs of the college and the needs of 
the student in academic difficulty are suggested: 
(1) have well established boundaries which are 
maintained, (2) be clearly understandable to non- 
members of faculty,.(3) provide assistance to the 
student in setting realistic , (4) have an or- 
derly procedure for exceptions, and (5) provide 
concrete possibilities for action to be taken by 
the suspended student.

(POE). Perception of seven emotions (anger, 
happiness, — fear, disgust, pain, and sad- 
ness) was analyzed in terms of three dependent 
variables: (1) overall accuracy scores, (2) correct 
perception of individual emotions scores, and (3) 
erroneous perception of individual emotions 
scores. Perceivers consisted of 160 undergradu- 
ates. Expressors were 20 actors. Each perceiver 
matched photographs of expressors with one of 
the seven emotions. Results indicated significant 
main effects: (1) for the race of expressor, 
(whites were more accurately perceived than 
blacks); (2) for sex of expressor, (females were 
po cored to males); (3) for race of perceiver, 
(blacks were superior to whites); and (4) nonsig- 
nificance for sex of the perceiver. Race dif- 
ferences in POE suggests that there may be dif- 
fering cultural sensitivities to emotional nuances: 
ie., black man’s subservience may make him 
more “sensitive to the communicative symbols of 
action.” (Dicke and Knower, 1941).

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A conflict exists between the rights of students 
to privacy and the needs of college and/or others 
to obtain information about them. This conflict is 
prevalent in social work graduate schools, and 
centers around the following issues: (1) what in- 
formation is obtained, (2) where it is obtained, 
(3) where and how it is kept, (4) whom requests 
what information to be given. “Admissions Infor- 
mation” i.e. students’ background, mental and 
— health, membership in organizations, 
inances, and “‘personal morality” seems irrele- 
vant to the educational process in a school of so- 
cial work. Release of any of this information to 
Prospective employers often means maximum dis- 
cretion on the part of social work educators and 
minimum B osc tion for the student. Three 
recommendations are made: (1) procedures be 


established to limit obtaining and miastion infor- 
mation about students, (2) students should be in- 
volved in determining these procedures, and (3) 
a principle of selection should be used in obtain- 
ing and releasing information about _beginni 
and graduated social work students. (LS) 
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Social problems should be attacked as a totali- 
ty. Yet, many of the problems of rural areas 
result from current concern for urban difficulties 
to the exclusion of an equal concern for nonur- 
ban situations. Social workers who are involved 
in rural areas and their problems should have the 
following skills: (1) sensitivity to minority and 
ethnic groups, (2) well-developed skill in commu- 
nity organization, (3) knowledge of solutions to 
social problems, (4) skill in implementing solu- 
tions, and (5) a capacity for productive short 
term relations in both client-centered and com- 
munity centered roles. Educating such practi- 
tioners would require: (1) a heavy concentration 
of community organization methodology, (2) ini- 
tial integrated practice sequences in lieu of early 
concentration in a specific practice, (3) social 
policies and services related specifically to rural 
environments, and (4) field placements in a rural 
agency or situation, with opportunities for au- 
tonomous practice and short term contacts. (LS) 
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This monograph provides both objective and 
subjective information about Georgia’s 1966 high 
school graduates. The emphasis of the survey was 
placed on (1) the graduate’s own appraisal of his 
secondary education, and (2) his future educa- 
tion and/or vocational plans. A stratified cluster 
procedure was used with 1,850 randomly selected 
graduates who completed questionnaires desi 
to solicit demographic information. A profile is 
constructed of Georgia’s 1966 high school gradu- 
ate and sections on curriculum evaluation, post 
secondary education and, employment are also 
included. Among the conclusions were the fol- 
lowing: (1) there is a waste of Georgia’s educa- 
tional manpower, (2) the educational levels of at- 
tainment are increasing over past generations due 
to a new set of values but, more must be done to 
engender these values in lower socio-economic 
classes; (3) a re-evaluation of subject matter is 
needed as many students rated subject areas as 
being of little use, (4) more must be done to pro- 
vide post secondary educational opportunities, 
(5) high school counselors rank highest as a 
source of information for graduates, and (6) 
plans must be made to better accommodate the 
student who views high school as terminal educa- 
tion. (GG) 
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There are two types of poor: the u ly mo- 

bile and the stationary poor. The of the 

latter present the greatest challenge to the public 
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school system. Living in crowded quarters, poorly 
nourished, and given little preparation for the 
outside world, children seem destined to 
fail. Their semiliterate mothers and fathers, if 
they have one, struggle to support a large family 
on welfare payments or on wages from irregular 
employment. When the stationary poor child 
— school, he is ill-equipped intellectually, so- 
cially and emotionally to meet the demands of 
the middle class culture. His vocabulary is 
limited, he finds the classroom restrictive and 
feels inferior because of his social class. Neither 
his parents nor the school can provide him with 
the social and intellectual skills which he lacks. 
His feeling of distrust for authority generalizes to 
teachers, and truancy and delinquency often 
result. At the age of 16, he drops out of school, 
finds it difficult to get employment, and perpetu- 
ates the circle of poverty. (Author/LS) 
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The demonstration phase of Project VIEW 
(Vital Information for Education and Work) was 
designed to enable school counselors and ad- 
ministrators to familiarize themselves with the 
operation of the Regional Career Information 
System. VIEW provides information on 200 occu- 
pations requiring less than a_ baccalaureate 
degree. Objectives of the study were: (1) to pro- 
vide occupational information on local job oppor- 
tunities, (2) to show how students can utilize in- 
formation, (3) to illustrate how one system can 
meet the needs of rural and urban youth, (4) to 
encourage students to discuss career information 
at home, (5) to demonstrate a process by which 
counselors can use information to aid noncollege 
bound youth, (6) to disseminate information 
detailing the services and results of this project, 
and (7) to demonstrate the services of this system 
to other areas. Data was obtained from three ex- 
rimental and three control groups. Conclusions 
indicate that: (1) providing good information 
does not assure its effective use by counselors 
and staff, (2) the approach, utilized by this 
system, to information dissemination is well liked 
by students, and (3) parents play a major role in 
students’ educational and career phen.

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The study, which compares a group of high 
school dropouts to a group of lowest quintile 
graduates, shows similarity in most areas of com- 
parison y are academic ability, character 
traits and family background. Findings show that 
the decision to drop out is based on a complex 
network of reasons with the problem of poor at- 
tendance most often cited as the major cause. 
While the dropouts were counseled by school 
personnel and other professionals, only a small 
number benefited from an individual curriculum 
adjustment which the author feels is the most 
valuable preventive measure available for com- 
bating early school termination. A comparison of 
the two groups may be interpreted as follows: (1) 
higher attendance may have some effect on even- 
tual graduation, (2) failing contributes decisively 
to the decision to drop out, (3) “satisfactory” 
academic performance more consistently charac- 
terizes the lowest quintile graduates, and (4) 
character trait ratings for the graduates most 
often increase over the period of school years 
while those for the dropout do not. The author 
suggests that prevention of dropouts rests heavily 
on: (1) coping with character trait problems, (2) 
curriculum adjustment to individual needs, (3) 
educational objectives which are both challenging 
and attainable, and (4) evaluation ee in 
terms of individual ability and effort.

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The terms “new morality” and “sexual revolu- 
tion” have received increased public exposure in 
the past decade. The frequency of W sae 
relations seems to be “running ahead” of 
professed standards. Behavior changed during the 
1920's, but norms for premarital morality did not 
change. However, since the twenties, these stan- 
dards have been changing in the direction of 
sanctioning premarital relations when mutual love 
and affection exist.

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Skills needed by the elementary school or 
personnel worker may be divided into the follow- 
ing areas: (1) counseling, (2) consultation, and 
(3) coordination. The counseling role can be of 
value not only to children, but also parents and 
teachers. Consultation is the used to help 
teachers and administrators ean better diag- 
nosticians of children’s learning and the ways in 
which their own behaviors affect the facilitation 
of this learning. While counseling concentrates 
upon feelings, consultation concentrates on ideas, 
both the teacher’s and the consultant’s. Coordina- 
tion is the process of relating into a meaningful 
pattern all efforts for helping a child.

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¢ Computerized Vocational Information

age of incompleted tasks recalled minus the per- 
centage of completed recalled (Zeigarnik Effect). 
Previous research shows a high Zeigarnik score 
co nding to a heigh achievement mo- 
tive. When in a competitive situation with 
a male, t female graduate students showed 
ignificantly higher Zeigarnik scores than did the 
other groups in similar competition. Results were 
discussed with reference to a developing achieve- 
a coe personal identity in the older Ss. 
n alternative social-acceptance explanation was 
also considered. (Author) 
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Counselors’ perceptions of problems encoun- 

tered in the delivery of rehabilitation services to 
handicapped — were surveyed by the 
University of Wisconsin's Regional Rehabilitation 
Research Institute. The survey schedule, based on 
a twofold concept of the rehabilitation process: 
(1) characteristics of the counselor, agency, 
clients and community, and (2) counselor func- 
tions; was administered to 280 rehabilitation 
counselors. Results of the survey indicated many 
problems in client rehabilitation are perceived b 
counselors as beyond their immediate control. 
These problems included: (a) eligibility determi- 
nants, (b) delays in case processing, (c) lack of 
client motivation, (d) insufficient time for inten- 
sive treatment, (e) limited funds and personnel, 
and (f) insufficient employment opportunities for 
the handicapped. In addition, the average coun- 
selor indicated a need for additional training 
because of the multiplicity of assigned tasks. The 
expressed willingness of counselors to participate 
in further research has implications for future 
problem-solving efforts. (LS) 
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College students involved in initiating curricu- 
lar change demonstrate a receptivity to the use of 
certain kinds of environmental conditions in an 
educative manner. These students are self 
directed, exploratory and have the ability to 
create their own opportunities for satisfaction. 
Most college students, however, are not part of 
this group, and have not developed “educative” 
nse patterns. Redesigning our campuses into 
“educational environments” would make them 
more responsive to the needs of this larger group. 
Such environments would include the following 
features: (1) provisions for diverse stimuli for stu- 
dents, (2) discouragement of traditional respon- 
ses, (3) encouragement of new kinds of respon- 
ses, (4) encouragement of active and analytical 
participation of students in the environment, (5) 
increases in the anxiety threshold when low levels 
threaten to paralyze adaptive behaviors, (6) ac- 
ceptance of normal student “identity crises”, (7) 
opportunities for students to test their new selves 
and knowledge, (8) appropriate feedback to stu- 
dents as they change, and (9) sympathetic 
resources for students when necessary. (LS) 
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School administrators and developmental 

guidance is the topic of the first speech. Develop- 
mental guidance, concerned with personalizing 
the educational experience, should be available to 
each child to gain self-understanding. Major 
responsibilities of the elementary guidance de- 
partment are pupil appraisal, consultation, and 
developmental counseling. The administrator- his 
interests, his values, and his support- is crucial to 
the success of the program. Opening new vistas 
to children ts career exploration is the sub- 
ject of the second speech. Nine reasons are given 
which deal with the child’s perception of himself, 
the world of work, and the future. Nine points 
are then made pertaining to how this exploration 
should be conducted. It should be active, rele- 
vant, exploratory, and non-graded. Career ex- 
ploration should use available role models, start- 
ing with parents and moving outward to the 
larger society, with a minimum of amassing and 
digesting occupational information. (KP) 
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Identifiers— Perceived-Self Scale 
A significant relationship may be said to exist 
between patterns of achievement (defined as un- 
derachievement, average achievement and 
overachievement) and perceived self (defined as 
the self as known to the person, as it exists now). 
A study, conducted at the Ontario Institute for 
Studies in Education, investigated this relation- 
ship, using as subjects 1,424 ninth grade students. 
The subjects self perceptions were inferred from 
ratings on each of the eight factors of the Per- 
ceived-Self Scale. Results indicated a significant 
relationship between patterns of achievement and 
perceived self. The finding that a positive feeling 
of acceptance by teachers and peers was more 
— associated with overachievement than 
with underachievement, demonstrates the im- 
portance of teachers’ attitudes toward students in 
shaping their role in self concepts. Therefore, 
teachers should consider self concept as an im- 
portant aspect of learning and development 
which the school, through its educational process, 
should seek to promote and foster in every child. 
(Author/LS) 
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This study examined the administrative or- 
ganization, supervisory functions, and the objec- 
tives of state departments of education in the 
area of pupil personnel services. Literature pe 
tinent to the topic is reviewed and reported. The 
study included each of the fifty state departments 
of education, and covered the period from July 1, 
1966 to June 30, 1967.

job are used. Two studies, conducted to test both 
forms of the hypothesis, and using blue-collar and 
white-collar workers as subjects, measured the 
variables of satisfaction, satisfactoriness and abili- 
ty. Results indicated support of both forms of the 
hypothesis. This has implications for further 
selection and placement research, as well as for 
increased understanding and improved managing 
of the behavior of individuals at work. (LS) 
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This three year experimental project used a 
multiagency aupreecs to provide intensive coun- 
seling services for 1K with behavior problems 
in grades 7 through 12. The cooperating agencies 
were the public schools, Juvenile Court, Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation Division, and the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare of Tulsa, Oklahoma. The 
171 selected students were enrolled in a super- 
vised study course one hour of the school day 
which provided special group and _ individual 
counseling. A matched control group remained in 
the regular curriculum with the usual counseling 
services available to them. Attendance, grade 
point average, attitude, school offenses, and court 
referrals were the variables used to evaluate the 
project. Statistical analysis showed only a small 
difference in the number of school offenses for 
the experimental and control groups. This lack of 
objective findings in support of the project may 
have been due to an unequal matching of groups 
and the use of variables not sensitive enough to 
measure change occuring. The staff of the project 
a on the effectiveness of agency coordina- 
tion. (NS) 
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The basic tasks of personnel workers fall into 
three categories: (1) morale of the worker or stu- 
dent and his human needs, (2) research in 
methods of production or education and use of 
human resources, (3) facilitation in the communi- 
cation system involved.

The Ohio Vocational Interest Survey (OVIS) 

has two aims: (1) to assist youth in understanding

career choice. To do so, OVIS provides a func- 
tional system for relating an individual’s interests 
into broad homogeneous clusters of jobs. OVIS 
consists of a  six-item Student Information 
Questionnaire and a 280-item Interest Inventory, 
and is appropriate for use at the eighth grade 
level and above. A unique value of OVIS lies in 
its compatability with the following occupational 
information and = tools: (1) Directory of 
Occupational Titles, (2) The Occupational Out- 
look Handbook, (3) National and state labor 
market and occupational information publications 
and (4) the General Aptitude Test Battery. It is 
concluded that OVIS is an important tool for 
school guidance and counseling programs. (LS) 
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The following hypotheses were investigated: 
(1) Negro children have lower academic achieve- 
ment than whites, (2) the ego variables of sense 
personal control and willingness to delay gratifi- 
cation are significantly related to academic 
achievement and (3) Negro children score signifi- 
cantly lower on both ego variables. Subjects in- 
cluded 237 eighth graders (182 white and 55 
Negro) and 321 eleventh-graders (288 white and 
33 Negro). They responded by “agreeing” or “- 
disagreeing” to items on the Personal Control 
Scale and Delay of Gratification scale. Results 
showed that hypotheses one and three were fully 
supported, while gee two received partial 
pe bn However, the ego variables ——— to 
influence academic achievement largely, but not 
completely, through their association with intel- 
ligence.

As public agencies created by State legislative 
mandate, school districts and the officers thereof 
are obligated to abide by several provisions of the 
United States Constitution. School boards can 
reduce many of the sources of current student 
unrest by complying with these provisions. Courts 
have held that under the Fourteenth Amendment 
school officials are obligated to provide due 
process of law and equal protection of the law to 
their ns. These provisions strictly prohibit 
capricious, arbitrary, or unreasonable rule making 
and discrimination based on race, color, or 
economic position. Under the First Amendment 
the guarantees of freedom of speech and freedom 
of religion require school officials to recognize 
the student’s right to speak without prior 


restraint, subject to penalties for abuse of that 
right, and requires these officials to maintain a 
neutral position towards religions. School officials 
seeking to operate their school system in a lawful, 
peaceful, and productive manner should be aware 
that as agents of the State they are subject to 
constitutional restraints on their authority. Such 
an awareness should limit the potential for tur- 
moil stemming from decisions affecting the civil 
liberties of students.

National normative data are 
presented on the characteristics of students enter- 
ing eng for the first time as full-time fresh- 
men in 1968. The data are reported separatel 
for men, women, types of institutions, and dif- 
ferent geographic regions in the US, and are 
based on 243,156 freshmen entering 358 institu- 
tions in 1968. The data were differentially 
weighted in order to be representative of the 
population of entering freshman students, and so 
that related summary data would be representa-

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The most critical issue that the US must face is 
whether people of all races can work together 
and create a society in which equal opportunity 
genuinely exists for all. The racism practiced 
throughout the US has produced potentially 
destructive forces that could lead to a second 
civil war between outraged minority groups and 
the rest of society. The college campus, which is 
in the center of the struggle, must seek solutions 
for some of the problems of race. The University 
of California at Riverside (UCR) has made a start 
in this direction. The Educational Opportunit 
Program provides financial help, special counsel- 
ing, and tutorial assistance to needy minority 
group students.

In the fall of 1964, 4,288 students were 
nominated for icipation in the Ist annual 
competition of the National Achievement 
Scholarship Program for outstanding Negro stu- 
dents. The students were divided into 3 groups-- 
Scholars, Finalists and Commended. The highest 
competition status froup, the Scholars, were 
awarded 4-year college scholarships and the 
names of the other participants were circulated to 
US colleges and universities. In June 1966, 1 year 
after their expected date of graduation from high 
school, all of the icipants were asked to 
complete a questionnaire dealing with their col- 
lege experiences. The data were analyzed to as- 
sess the extent to which the program accom- 

lished its dual objectives of encouraging talented 

egro students to attend college and encouraging 
colleges to seek talented Negro students. Results 
showed that competition status was ego re- 
lated to college success on all major indices: 
number of col soliciting applications, 
number of college acceptances, percent of enrol- 
lees in 4-year colleges, percent of students 
completing freshman year, percent of students 
lanning to return to college, etc. Most of the dif- 
erences between the accomplishments of higher 
and lower status groups were small because stu- 
dents in the lower status groups did well.

The basic assumption of the “‘new direction” in 
art is that US society treats persons as frag- 
mented slivers of themselves and not as whole 
human beings, and its social impact is therefore a 
struggle to live.

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Management is a future-oriented decision 
process that relates resources into a total func- 
tional system for the accomplishment of a set of 
objectives. As a rule, universities do not have a 
management system, and there is no understand- 
ing of their environments in terms of the inputs, 
outputs, objectives, and organizational relation- 
ships of line and staff necessary for such a 
system. Hence, many of the problems of project 
management in the university arise from the lack 
of integrated planning, programming, and budget- 
ing, and from an operational structure which does 
not encourage effective collection, distribution, 
and control over resources. Sponsored projects 
and programs involve a special set of relation- 
ships between the university, the faculty, and the 
sponsoring agency. These relationships create a 
unique sector of the university environment in 
which the individual faculty member is responsi- 
ble for “selling” his program to a sponsor, and 
the university is responsible for assuring com- 
pliance on the pe of the faculty member. The 
tequirements of project management, the needs 
of a university management system, and the spe- 
cial demands placed on these 2 systems by an 


outside sponsor call for a separate administrative - 


sub-system geared to meet the specific demands 
of sponsored programs. Such a system would en- 
sure the proper monitoring of the commitment of 
university resources and the preservation of the 
priorities and goals of the operating structure of 
the university. (WM) 
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Today’s younger generation is unique. Many 
are the products of affluence and many others 
come from disadvantaged backgrounds. Both 
sense a frustration and feel disillusioned with a 
society that rewards the rich and denies opportu- 
nities to the poor. They are also children of an 
electronic age and the exposure to instantaneous 
experiences reinforces their impatience. Yet the 
young share with other groups and institutions a 
sense of powerlessness.

Man 
of the programs focus on the education and cul- 
tural enrichment of the poor and provide basic 
education for inner-city children, and social, 
recreational and rehabilitation programs as well 
as higher education, vocational guidance and 
training for the urban poor. Other programs offer 
extended professional training for those who 
teach or serve poet people. The 3 Washington 
area medical schools have initiated several pro- 
grams to provide health aid, counseling and other 
professional services to needy persons. Many law 
students counsel indigents and defend them in 
small claims cases, and are acting to alleviate im- 
mediate problems such as substandard housing, 
high rentals and absentee landlords. Beyond 
meeting the current crises, faculty members study 
or analyze urban problems, and teach urban-re- 
lated courses in specific areas such as city 
paane. urban renewal, education, business and 
inance.

The funds were pro- 
vided for academic science (research and 
development, R. and D. plant, other scientific ac- 
tivities) and  nonscience activities, and 
represented more than 95% of all direct federal 
support to institutions of higher education. Total 
federal support increased from $1,413 million in 
1963 to $3,311 million in 1967. In 1967, $2,323 
million were provided for academic science and 
about $987 million for nonscience activities. Col- 
leges and universities in the East North Central 
US received $602 million, or the largest portion 
of federal funds committed to a major geographic 
division, and 2-year institutions received more 
than $117 million. The Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare accounted for $2,231 
million, or two-thirds of total federal support to 
universities and colleges in 1967, with more than 
95% of this amount obligated by the Public 
Health Service and the Office of Education. The 
report contains 20 illustrative tables in the text 
and 4 statistical tables in the Appendix, one of 
which shows the total federal ob igations to all 
colleges and universities in 1967 by state, institu- 
tion, and agency. (WM) 
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US campuses today are reflecting the changes 
that are taking place in the larger society, and are 
replete with groups of students, faculties, and ad- 
ministrators who espouse differing opinions. 
Rapid change is usually accompanied by conflict, 
but a majority of educators are baffled by the tur- 
moil at leading colleges and universities. Studies 
on student groups revealed that those who are 
opposed to the demonstrations of their activist 
peers and others who are neutral expressed 
desires similar to the militant students on matters 
such as greater student involvement in academic 
affairs and other educational policies that affect 
them directly. In other studies, faculty members 
under 30 years of age and another group who 
were 55 years of age or older differed widely on 
crucial policy matters but tended to have similar 
permissive attitudes toward student unrest and 
other controversial incidents.on campus. It was 
found that administrators differed among them- 
selves on the principles and procedures of educa- 
tion but widely accepted the occasional need for 
the display of student power in order to bring 
about changes within the university. The broader 
academic community has not paid sufficient at- 
tention to institutional goals, and has failed to 
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chart the purposes and directions of higher edu- 
cation. It is time for faculty, students, and ad- 
ministrators to unite in effective action for 
achieving peaceful educational reform. (WM) 
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The US has witnessed an enormous federaliza- 
tion of protective devices in the field of criminal 
law and an expanded interpretation of the first 8 
Bill of Rights provisions in recent years. Since the 
Supreme Court approaches college cases and 
criminal law cases in the same manner, it is im- 
portant to know what is happening to the shape 
of the law. At state institutions, a student is enti- 
tled to know with some specificity what the 
charge against him is, who is testifying, and what 
they are saying. He is also entitled to a fair hear- 
ing, but whether he should have a lawyer has not 
been held by the courts. The substance of the 
tules of criminal procedure are subject to con- 
stitutional limitation. For instance, the university 
may forbid disorderly protests on campus but it 
may not discharge students for their participation 
in peaceful protests. The problems on campus are 
caused by student rebellion. It is suggested that 
they are rebelling because of the war in Vietnam 
and social injustices such as the plight of the poor 
blacks, whites, or Puerto Ricans. These are the 
same problems that burden life and create ten- 
sion off campus. Since the law is not clear about 
the procedures required before a student can be 
expelled for civil disobedience off campus, ad- 
ministrators should try to protect the university 
oe anger by dealing with on-campus affairs and 
letting off-campus authorities handle off-campus 
student activities. (WM) 
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The first of these 4 statements suggests that 
faculty and student involvement in institutional 
governance is a learning experience which, to be 
effective, needs the leadership of the administra- 
tion. This leadership is lacking because of ad- 
ministrators’ concern with and protection of their 
authority and their attitudes, among other things. 
The major administrative role, neg | to the 
second statement, is the determination of institu- 
tional goals. Another role should be to ensure the 
involvement of faculty, student, trustee, and ad- 
ministrative staff in the governing structure, with 
areas of authority and responsibility properly 
delineated. Four other administrative roles are 
proposed for keeping the university within sight 
of its goals. The chairman of a governing board 
presents some of his experiences in the third 
statement. Governing board members often feel 
that they lack sufficient information about the is- 
sues on which they make policy, especially when 
a multi-institutional system is involved. Adminis- 
trators and trustees, when under pressure by the 
public and the legislatures, need to select a 
meaningful challenge, accommodate to it, and re- 
sist the rest with tact, rgeeremsain and firm- 
ness. The fourth statement suggests that the state 
perme | board, with the governing boards 
and the administrations of institutions, should 


develop statewide plans, and share the responsi- 
bilities for meeting goals, problems, and chal- 
lenges in higher education. (WM) 
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Participation in some areas of university 
governance is recommended in these 4 state- 
ments as an acceptable student role. The first 
statement describes “legitimate student demands” 
as those concerned with the quality of the educa- 
tional experience as they relate to the stated ob- 
jectives, purposes, and resources of the institu- 
tion. In the solution of relevant problems, stu- 
dents should be permitted to participate on a 
broad scale in university committees and councils 
to introduce a fresh point of view in reasoned di- 
alogue. The premise of the second statement is 
that reciprocity is the vital ingredient in health 
human relationships. Student, faculty, and ps d 
ministrative leadership are crucial, mutually rein- 
forcing elements in the shaping of any institution 
committed to learning. The third statement places 
emphasis on the student as an individual with 
human feelings, needs, and desires. The adminis- 
tration and faculty should allow the student to be 
an active — in the college community, 
and should contribute to his individual develop- 
ment by seeing that the results of his participa- 
tion are both productive and educational. The 
fourth statement presents 3 ways in which a stu- 
dent’s role should develop, but for the present 
suggests that students serve on committees that 
have been under faculty control. Mutual trust and 
respect must be developed in order to attain the 
ideal view of the university as a community of 
scholars. (WM) 
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The purposes of the study were to determine 
the influence of age on academic achievement, to 
investigage meaningful relationships between 
Graduate Record Examination (GRE) aptitude 
test scores and graduate grade point ratios 
(GPR), and to evaluate the student sample in 
terms of national norms. The assumption underly- 
ing the study was that significant differences in 
the predictability of GRE aptitude test scores 
would result as a direct function of age. The sam- 
ple consisted of 393 students who received 
master’s degrees during 1966 and 1967, in 18 dif- 
ferent areas of specialization. Findings revealed 
that the assumption underlying the study could 
not be substantiated. For the group as a whole, 
no significant differences in means of GRE total 
aptitude test scores or in mean uate GPRs 
were found. The oldest group had a lowest GRE 
scores, showed a tendency to earn slightly lower 
uantitative ability scores than the younger stu- 
p ne but earned the hi; duate GPRs. For 
education students, GRE total scores were found 
to predict graduate GPRs better for those 30 
years of age and above than for those in their 
twenties. had little correlation with GRE 
scores for the men, but it was associated with 
both GRE scores and GPRs for the women. The 
men and women in the sample exceeded the 
1964-1967 national norms for their sexes in all 
instances, except for male performance in verbal 
ability. (WM) 
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The attitude assessment model presented here 

is intended to be an improvement over methods 
traditionally used to study attitudes. It takes into 
account findings by Astin (1969) and Berkowitz 
(1968), calling for a model expressing the covert 
behavior of a subject in terms equivalent to those 
used to anticipate overt behavior. This paper 
acne the development of an attitude scale 
rom “real life” phenomena based on the actual 
behavior of the individual, both covert and overt. 
It assesses the intensity of a given attitude toward 
or about campus life and suggests an improved 
method of assessing the reasonable degree of pre- 
dictability in the linking of attitudes and manifest 
behavior. The model allows the itioning of 
stimuli involved in attitude intensities in such a 
way that they can be ranked in potency to yield a 
hierarchy of “volatile” areas deserving adminis- 
trative attention. At the University of Tennessee, 
5 areas of student life were chosen for investiga- 
tion: classroom conditions, satisfaction with facul- 
ty, satisfaction with administrators, total Universi- 
ty environment, and present level of morale. 
Black, white, and international students were 
selected according to race, sex, class, college and 
grade point average. The components for as- 
sessing the intensity of an attitude were deter- 
mined by the students’ responses during inter- 
views to questions on their significant observa- 
tions and experiences at the University. (JS) 
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The North Carolina Board of Higher Education 
was established in 1955 for the purpose of

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This report on the role and character of in- 
terinstitutional cooperation as a tool for 
strengthening international education rests on 2 
convictions. They are that interinstitutional 
cooperation offers the best available means both 
for bringing about change in higher education, 
particularly in regard to its international! com- 
ponent, and for self-help in the magnitude that 
the development of international education 
requires. From the emerging structural variations 
of cooperative arrangements, it is clear that plan- 
ners are considering the substantive g of 
cooperation along with new administrative pat- 
terns.

To determine how well certain factors would 

predict academic achievement, 97 freshmen and 
48 sophomores, all full-time 1968-69 students, 
were tested. The factors were (1) high school 
GPA, (2) American College Testing (ACT) En- 
glish test, (3) ACT math portion, (4) ACT social 
studies portion, (5) ACT natural science portion. 
The criterion of achievement was freshman and 
sophomore GPA. Efficiency of the predictor vari- 
ables was determined by (1) choice of predictor 
technique (multiple regression equation), (2) ob- 
taining the five prognostic and the one criterion 
measure for the students, (3) deriving the equa- 
tion to use on the try-out population, (4) analyz- 
ing the difference between the predicted and ac- 
tual GPA, and (5) determining any relationship 
between GPA and withdrawals, probations, or 
dismissals. The equation used to predict the first- 
semester GPAs, the relative weight of each fac- 
tor, and the equation efficiency percentages are 
given. The same equation, used to identify 
withdrawals, probations, and dismissals succeeded 
for 16%, 65%, and 42% respectively. It also suc- 
ceeded in predicting at least 60% of the GPAs for 
both freshmen and sophomores within plus or 
minus one standard error. It also identified 66% 
of the probations and 40% of the dismissals. The 
conclusion is that these factors, especially high 
school GPA and ACT English test, predict fairly 
accurately both academic achievement and 
dropout potential. Four implications and a sug- 
gestion for further study are given.

These comments on a 3-campus nursing pro- 
gram may be useful to others. The campus 
Amundsen-Mayfair, oldest of the three, has 
served as a demonstration center for other pro- 
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grams in the state, enabling its staff to exchange 
views with other instructors in both clinical and 
classroom settings. They have also addressed 
hospital groups, high school counselors, and prac- 
tical nurse educators. When local universities 
used the campus for their practice teaching in 
nursing (clinic, classroom, conference), the facul- 
ty found their own teaching improved. Several 
hospitals and health agencies have cooperated in 
providing clinical experience for the students in 
such varied areas as medical/surgical, obstetrics, 
pediatrics, psychiatry, intensive care, patient- 
orientation, chronic illness, and Medicare. 
Although the faculty still responds to high school 
requests for talks to-recruit students, it no longer 
seeks them out; applicants, recruited mainly by 
current students, now exceed accommodations. 
When other programs are developed or present 
ones expanded, active recruitment will resume. 
Enrollment is now limited to 90 qualified begin- 
ners. The curriculum, admission standards, cam- 
pus-to-clinic commuting problems, student 
characteristics and achievements, and courses are 
described. With many hospitals dropping their 
nursing education programs, the colleges must 
prepare to handle them. A responsible lay adviso- 
ry committee and extended use of audio-tutorial 
laboratories are recommended.

This address, given at a workshop on distribu- 
tive education, dealt primarily with the coordina- 
tion of classroom theories of retail selling with 
their application in the store. The teacher-coor- 
dinator, who is responsible for this step, often has 
such a full program that he tends to overlook it. 
The teacher must work with the merchant for an 
effective coordinating plan, adhere to it, and 
record the findings for evaluation. He should 
make more use of the “downtown teacher,” 
someone designated by management to sponsor 
the student while he is actually working at the 
store. Thus, the teacher, the sponsor, and 
management all have a part in this coordination. 
A well-trained and enthusiastic sponsor can add 
effectiveness and meaning to classroom learning 
and, at the same time, improve his own super- 
visory techniques. He should receive recognition 
for this task not only from management but also 
from his colleagues. An active teacher-coordina- 
tor will keep up to date on retail activity and 
change, build up the confidence of management 
in the program, provide good public relations for 
the college, and find relevant case studies for the 
classroom. Coordination may be handled as (1) 
routine observations at the store, (2) visits with 
the student to demonstrate on-the-job training, 
(3) discussions with the sponsor on special 
techniques needed by the student, or (4) formal 
conferences with the sponsor on the student’s 
progress.

sification of sentences. As this classification 
proved too discriminative, a new system for syn- 
tactic classification was generated in which the 
part-of-speech strings were replaced by a phrase 
structure representation of the sentences, which 
were assigned pear gases by a parsing pro- 
gram. The degree of complexity needed for the 
phrase structure is currently being determined by 
experiment. The compilation of the word govern- 
ment dictionary, also discussed in this report, was 
done on the assumption that the set of govern- 
ment words is a small subset of all English words 
and that this word government information would 
be useful in computational linguistics and infor- 
mation retrieval. Such investigation has led to the 
conclusion that a word’s government pattern is 
often linked to its semantic meaning. (RM) 
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This experiment used five index languages to

This report is based on a study of 15 public 
senior college and university libraries in North 
Carolina as of June 30, 1968, conducted by 
Robert B. Downs. The libraries in most of the 
colleges and universities suffer from deficiencies 
in holdings, shortages in qualified personnel, and 
inadequate space. These problems result from in- 
creases in numbers of students and faculty, ex- 
pansion of academic programs, increase in the 
number of books and periodicals published, high 
deterioration rates of existin —- and in- 
adequate financial support. Board of Higher 
Education recommends that: (1) the book, 
periodical, and binding budgets be increased at 
all bag senior institutions depending upon 
needs; (2) institutions reach specified goals for 
minimum numbers of volumes by 1975; (3) in- 
stitutions not designated as depositories for 
Federal Government publications become deposi- 
tories; (4) the ratio of clerical staff to librarians 
be raised to two to one; (5) the ratio of librarians 
to students be raised to one librarian for every

faculty, and library staff explore ways of 
cooperating to improve services; (8) a study be 
initiated to determine the feasibility of a central 
research library facility for the state (Author/CC) 
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The author notes three approaches to library 

education today: the traditional approach, the in- 
formation science approach, and the approach 
which seeks to use what is best in the traditional 
while incorporating the more promising innova- 
tions. The author feels that library education 
— to prepare librarians to be solution seekers 
rather than unquestioning technicians. Faculty in 
library education should be specifically prepared 
for roles in education, research, and scholarship. 
Lib education must draw on_ related 
disciplines and provide laboratory experiences for 
students. More research, other than historical and 
bibliographical studies and applied surveys, must 
be done, particularly at the doctoral tevel.

A study compared instances of self-supervision 
with more traditional supervision of student 
teachers to determine the relationships between 
this variable and teacher attitudes and interaction 
behavior. Eighty-four secondary education stu- 
dent teachers were engaged in self-supervision, or 
were more traditionally supervised, or both. Self- 
supervising student teachers were videotaped with 
no supervisor present during each of two 20- 
minute microteaching sessions; after each session 
they analyzed their own video tapes using interac- 
tion analysis, in which they had received previous 
training. Traditionally supervised student 
teachers, who had not had interaction analysis 
training, were observed by a supervisor during 
each of their two 20-minute lessons and then met 
with him for a 30-minute conference.

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tions of students’ performance. Findings stress the 
importance of training teachers in measurement 
and interpretation of socioeconomic information.

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Preparation of teachers for the junior college, 
which is the fastest growing segment of American 
higher education, was the topic of the second 
Missouri Valley Conference. Roger H. Garrison 
reported that the evolving status of the junior col- 
lege locates the junior college teacher's position 
between the high school teacher and the college 
professor, but the pragmatism of junior college 
instructional aims--producing transferabie stu- 
dents as well as technical and lower level 
management personnel--requires unique skills. 
Preparation of teachers of academic subjects 
should include interdisciplinary studies, super- 
vised junior college teaching experience, and a 
professional seminar to meet throughout the 
graduate program.
